I have seen the dry 
grass bloom out by the roots. I have seen 
the emaciated people begging for food. I 
know what it all means. nd yet these 
people can be relieved more easily an 
cheaply than any. others in similar cir- 
cumstances that I know of. They can live 
entirely on corn and will be glad of the 
chance.”

What Mr. Phillips hopes to do is to es- 
tablish three bathing piaces, one in the 
North End, one in the south ard one near 
the center. They are to be free, and the 
attendants are to be paid by the city. 
They are to be public places, where anyone 
so desiring may bathe. Tnere will be pools, 
showers and tubs, and boys will be encour- 
aged to visit these places instead of the 
river, where so many of them are drowned 
before they learn to-swim at all, or, at 
any rate, before they are safe in the swift 
current and swirls. ° 


BY HIRAM PHILLIPS. 


We began the movement for free bath- 
ing places early in the summer. We first 
asked an appropriation of $2v,000 for public 
baths. When this was refused by the mu- 
nicipal body, we asked a small appropria- 
tion for the construction of temporary 
structures in thé river. We selected a place 
at the foot of Grand avenue, in Bast 8t. 
Louis, where a stockade could be built in- 
to the water for a few hundred dollars and 
afford a safe bathing place for hundreds 
of versons. But even so littl money as 
this required was not available, an we 
next directed our efforts to securing one 
of the waterworks settling reservoirs at 
the Merchants’ Bridge for-a free swimming | 

ol. The water department could not see 
ts way clear to giving us permission to 
make a swimming pool of one of the reser- 
voirs, and we have finally abandoned the | 
effort to secure any sort of free bathing | 
place for the balance of the present sum- | 

er. | 

Next summer we are going to have free | 
baths. I am hopeful that we may secure 
from the city and from citizens a fund suf- 
ficient to build“three bathing houses, or at 
least to fit “oa such places. ‘ne of 
these should near Grand avenue, in the 
N End; another should ba on the 
South Side, and the third in the center of 
the city, near the eat number of poor 
2” og ving in the downtown tenements. 

The need for these baths is imperative. 
Other cities have them.

PREJUDICE AGAINST CHRISTIANS 
MAY BE INCREASED. 


Six Able, Well Supplied Moslems Will 
Introduce the Doctrine of the Koran, 
Which Will Be Very Accept- 

able to the Filipinos, 


SINGAPORD, Aug. %1.—The project of 
Mohammedanizing the Philippine people 
should give the Christians interested in the 
archipelagoes cause to wonder. There are 
many conditions favoring the spread of 
the faith of Islam in the islands and very 
little to encourage a further strengthening 


of Christianity. 
For years the Filipinos have been nursing 


a secret hatred of Christianity. Now that 
there is a vent by which they may set at 
liberty this hatred without rending them- 
selves it is very likely that they will not 
hesitate to do so. They believe that most 
of their suffering resulted from the work- 
ing of Christianity, and when the Moslems 
take advantage of this intuitive belief to 


a , the unsettled islanders of. the evil 
conShristianity the belief may dictate the 
abandonment of their ancient creed. 

For nearly 250 years, or from the founda- 
tion of Manila in 1671, until 1819, when Mex- 
ico threw off the Spanish yoke, the Phillp- 
pine islands were a colony of Spain and for 
a time the islands were at the mercy Of Laie 
Spanish officials, who robbed Mexico and 
who were actually the most unscrupulous 
ecoundrels of the worst period of Spanish 

sm. 

Ore Philippine archipelago the Moslem 
missionaries have the majority of advan- 
tages oveg the Christian. They have as 
much freedom as the Christian missionaries 
to roselyte. The koran, their book of 
faith. has been officially recognized by the 
I'nited States government as a valid code 
of law. applicable within the jurisdiction 
of the United States, while the Bible of the 
Christians has been ignored by the same 
government except as an instrument at 
solemnities. Though the koran, which has 
been recognized as_the established code 
of law for the Sulu Islands, may only hold 
its place in the respect of the United States 
temporarily, it can still claim greater hon- 
or at the hands of America than the Bible. 
Resides the advantages pertaining to the 
official. confirmation of the koran as the 
established legislative authority of the Su- 
lus, the Moslems have the various advan- 
tages issuing from their racial resemblance 
to the Filipinos. These are the advantages 
which will count most in the long run,

As high 
as 1000 per cent per year was charged and 
an average rate was 10 per cent per month. 
Labor was taken in lieu of money in the 
payment of interest, and children were 
considered as security in many cases. 
There are numerous instances of families 
for five generations working for Spaniards 
to pay off a loan. When the United States 
took possession of the islands there were 
1,000 Filipinos who were required to give 
from §0 to 100 days’ labor out of every 
year to Spanish usurers.

OPALS FOUND IN NEW MEXICO 


A Find of Lithographic Stone Reported 
From the Mountains Southeast 
of Prescott. 


PHENIX, Ariz., Aug. 31.—A find of lith- 
ographic stone, made a few days ago in the 
mountains southeast of Prescott, another 
discovery of the same kind of stone near 
Alamagordo, New Mexico, and the uncov- 
ering of a fine vein of opal in the Horse- 
shoe Mountains in Southern New Mexico, 
have added two of the rarest of minerals 
to the already varied output of the earth 
in the Southwest. 

The lithograpuic stone deposit, near 
Prescott is a small one, but that at Ala- 
magordo is said to be of a large size. Dr. 
E. 8. Eldridge of. Cleveland, O., and 
Charles Gibson of Trumbull County, O.. 
are at the head of a company which is 
about to begin operations there on an ex- 
tensive scale. Heretofore, it has been be- 
lieved that lithographic stone existed in 
but one place in this country. a small de- 
osit in Georgia, but the Alamagordo find 
8 said to contain stone in such quantities 
as to supply the entire demand in this 
country. 

About 15 miles from Summit Station. in 
the Horseshoe range, two prospectors from 
lilinois have just found a jot of fine opals, 
Their claim is near another find of the 
same stones, made several years ago. At 
the latter place the discovery was made 
about 20 years ago by a prospector who 
Was staked by Lord Hussey and Richard 
Hart. The prospector was kilied by the 
Indians in 15885, at the mine, after which 
the surviving Py ners lost interest {in the 
property. ord Hussey is now living on his 
estate in Nngland and Hart is a broker in 
Wall street, in New York. The best of 
the gems in the mine have been carried 
away, and the old workings have caved in.

SHE FOUGHT AN EAGLE 


MOTHER’S DESPERATE BATTLE 
FOR HER CHILD. 


FOUND HER BABE IN NEST 


Chased the Bird on a Mule and faa a 
Terrible Battle With Two Eagles 
in Their Arie. 


UNIONTOWN, Aug. 31.—Letters received 
here tell the story of the rescue of her 
child by Mrs. Annie Goulding, formerly otf 
this county, from an @agle’s nest in the 
Victor Mountains, California. 

On July 19 -Mrs. Goulding, with her 7- 
monthae-old babe, was in the yard of her 
home. Suddenly a huge baldeagle alighted 
and seizing the babe in its talons s.owly 
rose and made straight for the mountains 
nine miles distant. Although nearly par- 
alyzed with fear, the mother mounted a 
mule which happened to be fastened near- 
by and at once gave chase to the monster 
bird which was carrying away her child. 
The weight of the child (20 odd pounds) 
greatly retarded its filght and across the 
arid and treeless plain she was able to 
keep it plainly in sight. As the base ot 
the mountain was reached a growth of 
smnall scrubby. bushes caused the bird to 
rise higher until it slowly deposited its 
> pes upon a shelving rock near the 
nest. 

Mrs. Goulding at once tried to reach the 
high cliff, but found it impossible, and 
returning to the mule she rode around the 
mountain, still ascending where it was pos- 
sible. At last she came where ascent was 
impossible, and again she fastened the 
mule and began the ascent, carrying with 
her a stout club and also the long stake 
rope used in tying around the neck of stock 
while grazing. She was successful in find- 
ing a place where she could ascend to near- 
ly where her child lay on the ledge just 
below her. 

She fastened the end of the rope securely 
and then descended hand over hand unt!]

Railroad Postal Clerk Is Fi- 
pally Captured. 


WAS HELPING FIND HIMSELF 


OFFICERS ONCE APOLOGIZED FOR 
SUSPECTING HIM. 


They Arrested Him at Last, When He 
Confessed and Said He Simply 
Could Not Help Stealing Let- 

ters When Chance Offered. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 
most remarkable letter-stealing records 
made since the establishment of the rail- 
way mail service is credited to Frank M. 
Smallwood of this city, who for three years 
baffied detection and so won the confidence 
of the government officers that they act- 
ually apglogized to him on one occasion for 
having suspected him, and afterward coun- 
Seled with him as to the best means for 
catching the thief. 


At times it seemed as if the thief was 
actuated only by an inordinate curiom.y, 
for there, were| weeks at a time when iet- 
ters addressed to women only and written 
by women only were tampered with oF 
actually stolen. Then again packages con- 
taining jewelry,, dry goods and other ar- 
ticles would be rified or opened and inspect- 
ed and then forwarded to their destination. 
At other times letters only would be opened 


or stolen. 


So adroit was the thief that the govor"- 
ment of..cers could not get him wi.h decoys, 
for these always pass.d through the mails 
with their contents intact, and in the mean- 
time letters were disappearing from the 
mails at the rate of ten or a dozen a day. 

Smallwood lived with his wife and three 
children at 1717 Park avenue, and since 1590 
had been running between this city an 

Pittsburg, Pa., on the Panhandle Line 
lie worked in a car with a number of other 
cierks but he was as: gned .omail des.ined 
for Kansas, and .t was from this mail that 
letters and packages began to disappear in 
December, 1898. inspectors Holmes and 


thief, and they heve been working on the 
case ever since, it being only last week tha: 
Smallwood was caught, red-handed, and 
made-a full confession. 

Soon after the officers began an iInvestiga- 
tion they were convinced that there was 
no trouble west of this city. and that the 
letters were rifled between here and Pitts- 
burg. In one month 16 letters were lost, 
and all of these were addressed to persons 
in Topeka. Suspicion at once fe upon 
Smallwood, and he was transferred from 
Chief Clerk Blackburn's crew to that of 
Chief Clerk Miller, and a close watch was 
kept on the Kansas mali. Letters con- 
tinued to disappear or reach their destina- 
tion after being opened, but, as the same 
mail was handled at other points, there was 
still room for question as to Smallwood’s 
guilt. About this time the suspect was in- 
jured and had to lay off for 30 days. The 
Kansas mail was carefully watched during 
this time, and on one occasion three let- 
ters were found to have been opened. 
This threw the officers entirely off the 
scent and they reached the conclusion that 
some one else ,was robbing the mails 
and that the thibf, whoever he was, was 
trying to throw suspicion on Smaliwoaqid. 
‘lhe finding of the opened .ettcis in the 
Kansas mail when Smaliwood was not on 
the run fully justified this theviy. the of- 
ficers thought, and they turned in other dl- 
rections to find the thief. As s00n as 
Smallwood recovered § Inspectur [lolmes 
sent for him to come to his Cincinnati of- 
fice, and there he told him candidly of the 
suspicions that had rested upon him and 
the satisfaction it gave the oflicers to find 
that he was not the thief. 
Holmes and Smal:wood then discussed 
plans for catching the robber, and Small- 
wood's manner was so open aid frank and 
he seemed to enter so heartily into the pro- 
posed plans, that if any lingering suspicion 
nad remained. it wouid ha.e been entirely 
dissipated by the interview. The mail clerk 
returned to his run and letters and pack- 
ages addréSsed to Kansas people continued 
to disappear in increasing numbers. Hav- 
ing become convinced of Smaliwood’s inno- 
cence, the officers went in other directions 
for the thief, and, of course, the further 
they went the further they got away from 
the real culprit. In the meantime Smal:- 
wood made regular reports to the office of 
letters which were opened and was appar- 
ently doing all he could to assist Inspectors 
Holmes and F'letcher to catch the thief. 
Hundreds of letters were now disappear- 
ing every month from the mails and the 
officers were getting desnerate. Thev had 
now been after the thief since Decernber, 
1898, and did not seem to be any nearer a 
solution of the mystery than they were the 
day they began théir investigation. Every 
trail was run down with dogged patience 
and they were finally compelled, though 
reluctantly, to believe that Smallwood was 
the thief and that he was laughing in his 
sleeve at the facility with which he wes 
gulling them. It was then that they 
changed their plan of investigation. 

Every day when Smaliwood left his car 
the officers entered it secretly and went 
over all his mail. Then they actually trav- 
eled to Kansas in the car to see that no 
letters or packages were abstracted  be- 
tween this place and the points of delivery. 
This was kept up for some time, and al- 
ways with the result that the missing

OLD FASHIONED SNAKE STORY 


During a Dry Spell the Snakes Made 
a Tunnel and Refilled the 


Empty Pond. 


GALVESTON, Tex., Aug. 31.—‘‘Whenever 
the dogs days roll around I always thirk 
of a snake story I heard in Arkanses 
some years ago,” said a traveling man 
yesterday, “and while I will not vouch for 


the accuracy of the tale; it has become ® 
part of the history of the county in which 
t was said to have happened. Lee 1s the 
name of the coutny, and the story devel- 
oped avout the time tne county .ame nto 
existence, about the time it was carve 

out of sections of St. Francis and Philips 
counties. Crowley's ridge, a chain ef hills 
which break‘ off at the foot of the Ozarss, 
and slope down windingly. through .\r- 
kansas until they touch the Mississipp!

The pond was 4 perfect Mecca 
for the snakes in the hills, and in .he 
summer evenings it would become a see h- 
ing mass of snakes; dry-land moccasins, 
copper belifes, adders and rattlers would 
gather around the pond, swim across it, 
wallow in it, dive tn it and cool themseives 
off. When the water gave out they were 
if a dilemma. What I have said I vouch 
for but now cometh the point of this 
yarn. It was in_the dog days when the 
water gave out. The snakes were shedding 
and their cast-off coverings could be found 
scattered all through the hills. They 
hit upon a plan. Down in a deep hollow on 
one side of the ridge they found a con- 
cealed spring. No living man knew it was 
there. They wated to get water from this 
spring to fill the pond, which had gone 
dry. hey constructed a hese, which ran 
from the spring to the pond at the top of 
the hill in this wise: They stretched it 
eut in an unbroken tine from the spring 
to the pond and the hindmost snake let 
his tail drop over into the epring. Then 
they swallowed each other's tails, and be- 
gan to crawl slowly through the chain 
of sheddings to the top of the hill, and the 
water follo them up the hill through 
the improvised hose and trickled out into 
the pond, and so there you are.

‘The Jordan almonds

meria, and are marketed exclusively at 
Malaga. Nedrly the whole crop, which is 
variously estimated at from 80,000 to 120,000 
boxes of 25 and 28 pounds each, is exported 
to England and the United States. These 
are undoubtedly the finest almonds grown 
in Europe, 

“The almonds known commercially as 
Valencias are grown in the Provinces of 
Malaga. Almeria, Jaen. Cordoba. Huelva. 
Cadis, Murcia and Carthagena, as well as 
in Morocco. The principal market is Mal- 
aga. The most recent sales of these al- 
monds from last year’s stock were at JJs 
($5.36) per box of 28 pounde.

Camp Jackson was located exactly be- 
tween lines now Grand avenue on the west, 
Olive street on the north, Compton avenue 
on the east, and Laclede avenue on the 
south.

TO DEVELOP TIMBER LANDS| AND WHEN 


Coal to Be Developed and Coke Ovens 
and Blast Furnaces May Follow . 
in a Short Time. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., ‘Aug. 31.—A 
Cleveland, O., concern, a $5,000,000 corpora- 
tion Known as the Tennessee company, 
has been formed to operate In middle Tei- 
nessee. This company controls about 
60,000 acres of land in Warren, Grundy, 
Sequatchie, and Van Buren counties, 
which were selected for their timber and 
mineral values. It is the intention of this 


company to develop its property. The com- 
pany already has one sawmill in operation 
and is arranging for others to be placed 
on the property immediately. Plans are 
being perfected for large steam and dry 
kilns to handle the lumber expeditiously, 
and contracts will soon be let for a com- 
plete veneer establishment for the manu- 
facture of veneering for all purposes. 
The company has not decided whether 
they will go into the manufacture of but- 
ter dishes, crates, baskets, etc., made 
from veneer, but should conditions be 
found favorable after proper investigation, 
there is no doubt but they will erect the 
necessary plant. 

The manager of the company leaves for 
Michigan today. to investigate the latest 
devices for modern mill work. A large mill 
for the manufacture of doors, sash.,. blinds, 
etc., in addition to a factory for manufac- 
turing furniture in the knock-down, will 
be installed at once. 

It has not been definitely decided whether 
the facteries will be located near McMinn- 
ville or on the property of the company, 
some eight miles from there. In the event 
the company decides to build its own city, 
the factories will be located there as the 
employment of the large force of men re- 
quired by them will go quite a distance 
toward building up a city. 

The greatest part of this land is under- 
laid with the Sewanee vein of coal, which 
make a very gO coke for iron making, 
and should the prospecting now being car- 
ried on warrant the investment, coke ovens 
and blast furnaces will be placed immedi- 
ately, otherwise the coal will be put on the 


market direct.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 31.—Up to this 
time the representatives of state and for- 
eign governments at the Pan-American Ex- 
position have taken no active interest in 
the appointments that are being made by 
the directors of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition Co. But for some: reason, not 
quite clear to the public, they have sud- 
denly determined: to use whatever infiu- 
éuce they may be able to contro! to in- 
fluence the selection of a superintendent 
fur one of the departments in which they 


have a special] interest, namely, that of 
horticulture. There-is in existence here 
“# society known as the Executive Commis- 
sioners’ Association, composed of one con)- 
missioner from each of the states and such 
foreign governments as are represented at 
the Pan-American. This association today 
took hold of the question of naming a 
horticulture superintendent at St. Louis 
with active interest. The result of its de- 
liberations’ wil] be the forwarding to Presi- 
dent Francis of the only recommendation 
they have made, or perhaps will make, 
suggesti the appointment of Mr. J. A. 
Fiicher California. 

Mr. Filcher is one of the oldest, best 
known and most energetic ex oer Hg men 
in this country, As ge 4 the horti- 
cultural line. fie has attended every 
exposition held during the last twenty- 
five years and was a participant in behalf 
of California at each of them. His home is 
at Los Angeles, where he is connected with 
the Chamber of Commerce, which he rep-

Beaver, upon reachin Pasa- 
dena, registered at the Hotel Carlton as of 
New York. He is a graduate of a noted

a@ very nervous man. His dread of the pub- 
licity of his unique exploit in the annals 
of mountain adventure, resulted in his in- 
sisting upon the most absolute secrecy. Dr. 
Charlies Lockwood, who was called up the 
mountain to administer the drug, and the 
undertaking firm of Adams & Turner, which 
furnished the men and appliances for 
bringing Mr. Seaver from Martin's camp to 
this city, guarded the story of their cli- 
ent so closely that it was riage 4 re- 
ressed from last Monday night until to- 
Baw, when the identity of the individual

FINDLAY, O., Aug. 31.—Because of sul- 
phuric acid in the Blanchard fork of the 
Auglaize river, which runs through this 
city, the Ohio rolling mills are _ closed 


down. The acid comes frem. several gly- 
cerin factories which are up_ the _ river. 
The acid gathers in pools in the stagnant 
water of the stream, and whenever there 
is a big freshet, like that which occurred 
lately, the acid washed down the river. 
The reason of the ae of the rolling 
mills is that the acid as burned the 
hands of the men who wa-« in the parts 
of the mill where water is used to such 
an extent that they cannot work. It has 
also eaten out the boilers, so that new 
ones must be procured before the factory 
can start again. 

The fish in the river are all dead as a 
result of the aeid. The rolling mill own- 
ers say that they will get an injunction 
against the glycerin companies to pre- 
vent them from leaving their acid where 
it will flow into the river. 


STUNG BY BUMBLEBEES. 


John Boehm Was Terribly Swollen and 
Had a Very Close Call. 
UPPER SANDUSKY, O., Aug. 31.—John 
Boehm of Tymoctee township was nearly 
stung to death by bumble bees yesterday 
while plowing on the May Harman (farm, 
north of this city. He was following a 
short distance behind Charles’ Bolinger, 
who was also plowing, and walked right 
into a big nest of bumblebees, which had 
been unearthed by Mr. Bolinger’s plow. By 
the time Mr. Boehm came to the nest the 
bees were thoroughly angered, and, almost 
before he was aware of it, he was covered 
with them. He was stung several hundred 
times before he succeeded in scraping the 
insects from his face, head, hands and 
arms. Mr. Boehm went home as quickly 
as possible, but by the time he reached 
there he was muttering terry and vomiting 
almost incessantly. here was no time to 
send for a doctor, so Mrs. Boehm admin- 
istered home antidotes, and, no doubt, 
saved her husband's life.

open for settlement. 

What its discovery would mean to the 
lucky miner who stumbles upon its secret 
is merely a matter of speculation, but 
there is little. doubt that it is by far the 
richest gold mine within the borders of 
the state, and the only one in which nug- 
gets have been found in abundance. As a 
result of the latter fact the theory has 
been advanced that the “Yankee Bonan- 


za”’ is not a mine in the generally accept- 
ed sense, but rm.erely a cave in which an 
immense amount of gold nuggets has been 
stored. 

**Yankee”’’ Holman, the one-time posses- 
sor of the secret, is said to have made the 
discovery by chance, and in the months 
that he lived thereafter refused’all offers 
to share the secret with others. It is also 
said that’Brigham Young, the great Mor- 
mon leader, labored with Holman along 
thése lines, but without any promise of 
success. 

“Yankee” Holman was a peculiar man. 
Of taciturn disposition, but a devout Mor- 
mon, he lived the life of a recluse, and un- 
til his discovery of the bondnza was very 
poor. Then came a sudden and percepti- 
ble change in his fortunes. His tithing, 


labor, was passed over the counter of the 
tithing house in gold nuggets, and while 
he was*much disinclined to discuss the 
find, he dropped frequent hints to the ef- 
fect that there were others where those 
came from. 
The news of Holman’s sudden acquisi- 
tion of wealth naturally sprea@ with ra- 
idity, and men with means, as well as 
hose rich in promises, made numerous at- 
tempts to wrest his secret from him. The 
fforts, however, were fruitless, and the 
negotiations never passed beyond the in- 
cipient stage. Holman told all comers 
flatly that the secret was not for sale, and 
that settled it. 
On one occasion, three mounted men way- 
laid Holman as he was on his way to his 
mine and assured him that they would kill 
him if he did.not.share his secret with 
them. He finally agreed to conduct them to 
the spot, a close watch was kept upon him, 
and his captors threatened repeatedly that 
any attempt upon his part to escape would 
result in his death. The highwaymen were 
in high glee, and, being in a part of the 
country where there were no settlers, they 
had confidence ir. their ability. to force 
Holman’'s valuable secret from him. As the 
party entered a canyon in the locality 
where the mine is supposed to be situated, 
however, Holman's features underwent a 
sudden and perceptible change, much to the 
surprise of his captors, one of whom at 
least scented danger, and suggested thit 
the party camp there for the night before 
proceeding to the mine. The others laughed 
at his fears and the party pushed onward. 
A half mile further down the canyon, and 
without the slightest -warning, Indians 
opened fire on Holman’s captors from be- 
hind the rocks and two of the number fell 
from their saddles, dead. The third man 
was mortally wounded and died within a 
few minutes. Holman was unhurt, and it 
was learned subsequently that he had pur- 
chased the friendship of the Indians by 
making them various presen‘s. 
Within a month of, this tragedy Holman 
died suddenly and alone. eneath the 
hearthstone of his humble home was found 
a quart can almost filled with nuggets, and 
among his papers was discovered a partial 
map of the region which held his secret, 
The situation of the mine, however,’ was 
not marked, and owing to the unfriendly 
attitude of the Indians to the whites at 
that time, little search was made for it. 
Since then the egy panne has supported 
the Indians in their determination to’ keep 
white men out of the country, and for 
fears no attempts, so far as known, have 
n made to discover the secret.

THE YANKEE BONANZA THE BENDER. KILLING 


OREGON MAN CONFESSES HE 
HELPED IN IT. 


CORNELIUS STONE’S . STORY 


Says the Family Was Hanged Near 
Their Home and Their Bodies 
Buried in a Creek There. 


ALBANY, Ore., Aug. 31.—Cornelius Stone, 
a prominent citizen of Linn County, liv- 
ing about nine miles from Albany, has 
confessed to the killing of the Bender 
family in the early part of June, 1873. 
Shortly after the disappearance of Dr. 
William York, who was last seen travel- 


ing along the old Osage mission road, near 
the tavern kept by the Benders, a party 
of twelve men. Mr Stone being one of 
the number, searched the Bender house 
and found the gold-rimmed spectacles of 
Dr. York* They found a trap door and 
graves in the ‘‘garden,’’ where the bodies 
of the victims had been buried. No doubt 
remaining as to the guilt of the Benders, 
they were taken to a small clump of trees 
on the bank of a creek, three-quarters of 
a mile from the tavern, and the entire 
family, consisting of Bender and his wife 
and their son and ughter. John and 
Kate, were lynched. The bodies were bur- 
led in the sand at,the bottom of the creek, 
where it widened into a small lake. 

The twelvg men disappeared, Mr. Stone 
moving to nn County shortly after, and 
this is the first. authentic account of the 
killing. Mr. Stone would not reveal! the 
names of the other men, but in conversa- 
tion said that John Spéfrry and himself were 
the leaders of the party. There is no doubt 
as to the genuineness of this confession, for 
every detail is entered into, and Mr. Stone 
says he will go back to Kansas City and 
point out the graves of the murderers. The 
men never claimed the réward offered bys 
A. M. York, brother of the deceased. Mr. 
Stone, who is about 70 years of age, said 
he desired to clear up the mystery and set 
the minds of the people at rest before he 
died, and therefore consented to make the 
confession. 

Y. Smith, a resident of this county, 
who worked with a detective agency in 
Kansas at the time corroborates the story 
of. Mr.. Stone, anc was probably ‘another 
member of the party, but does not admit it. 
He came to Oregon about the same time 
Mr. Stone did.

The final plans and specifications for the 
World’s Fair are being anxiously awaited 
at headquarters. 

That they are practically in readiness, as 
exclusively announced by the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch one week ago, is confirmed by 
the following announcement made at”head- 
quarters yesterday: 

“Isaac 8. Taylor, chief architect for the 
World's Fair, brought back good news 
from the New York meeting of the archi- 
tects. He reported that the ground plans 
for the buildings had been decided on, as 
also the style and character of the principal 
buildings, the architecture of which was 
to be modeled after the Italian renaissance. 
J. Knox Taylor, the government's super-

York meeting and had agreed with the 
World's Fair architects on all essential 
matters, even changing his general plan of 
the government building at their sugges- 
tion. The latter is to be modeled after the 
treasury building at Washington, instead of 
the capitol, as has been the case at ex- 
positions heretofore. Chief Taylor an- 
nounced that the World's Fair buildings 
would be completed on time."’ 

Mr. Taylor has taken ‘a suite of five 
rooms on the fifth floor of the Odd Fellows’ 
building, corner of Ninth and Olive strects, 
to be devoted exclusively to the World's 
Fair work. He expects to move in some 
time next week. 

He will, however, continue his present 
offices for private work. 

At first his World's Fair office force will 
consist of but five or six persons, but as 
soan as he receives the first drawings for 
a World's Fair building, or a portion of 
it, from one of his colleagues on the com- 
mission of architects, he will require the 
services of from 75 to 100 persons, mostly 
draitsmen. | 

All the drawings for such buildings will 
pass through his. hands. Next Tuesday Mir. 
Tavior will start an engineer and corps 
of surveyors to work in Forest Park. They 
are to run the principal lines for the bulid- 
ings, lines which must be definitely and ac- 
curately determined before Mr. Tayior can 
give out the plans to the architects. ‘The 
surveying {is necessary for the completion 
of his blueprint of the grounds, and the 
blueprint must be finished preparatory to 
work on the drawings for the build.ngs. 
“A contractor with 20 diggers and enly 
four shovels,’ says Mr. Taylor, whens A 
could do better and quicker work by wait- 
ing a short time for 16 more shovels and 
putting all 20 men at work at the same 
time.

“Nowadays ‘kills’ are practically abol- 
ished. Escapes are provided and the dog 
which does the most effective work in 
driving the jack to the escapes is the win- 
ning dog. This involves not merely speed, 
but quickness in mopping and turning and 
an intuition or knowledge of the quarry’s 
habits. “ 

“The rabbit will receive a start of 100 
yards during the coming meeting. Two dogs 
are loosed in chase of each jack, and every 
move of the pursuers is watched by the 
Judge, turns, ‘go-bys’ and ‘wrenches’ each 
counting points for or against the dogs 
as the feat is well or ill-performed. As a 
kill counts on the average but one point, 
its necessity to the sport is not manifest.”

whisky magnates, and the immense busi- 
ness built up by the Green Mountain fois, 
shipping, as they da».

will be rendered weak and powerless, when 
it comes to curtailing the liberty of the in- 
dividual and the efforts of free and unmc- 
lested trade. 

The thanks ofthe public at large are due 
to the Green Mountain distillery for hav- 
ing pluckily stuck to the fight until vic- 
tory perched om its banner, and now that 
it has shown ofher concerns what can be 
done with vim and independence, it may be 
expected that others will follow in the 
same way.

Commenting upon the origin of the new 
law, the Record and ‘Suide says: 

This act is the result of some years of 
agitation. Some Owners, and particu- 
larly uptown bullders, found them- 
selves injured by the unauthorized at- 
tempts of hangers-on of the real est- 
tate business to make sales or joans on 
their property. The trick was to of- 
fer the property in‘the market before 
the builder was ready to make the 
final financial arrangements on his op- 
eration, with the idea’ that if success- 
ful the builder would not complain, but 
would willingly pay a commission: and 
if not, then the outsider had incurred 
no responsibility, however much injury 
he had done the buiider. Very little 
business could really be done this way, 
but its effect to the builder was that 
when he was rea to place his loan 
and sell, he sometimes met with a-check 
in the.form of a statement that the 
loan had been already submitted and 
turned down. As likely as not, the 
facts had been incorrectly stated, and 
the builder had to go to considerable 
trouble to put himself and his property 
right with the market. It was thought 
that if an act could be passed making 
this practice a misdemeanor, and a 
conviction or two was obtained under 
it. it would be forthwith killed. A ill 
was introduced last year, at the request 
of the Builders’ League, more strin- 
gent than the one passed this, but it 
did not pass. This year real estate iIn- 
terests took the matter up and secured 
the passage of the act. 

The impending responsibility under 
this law is regarded with varying emc- 
tions in the real estate and building 
world. The well-known brokvrage 
houses regard it with perfect com- 

lacency, feeling sure that they will 
1ave no trouble in getting from their 
clients the authority required. [builders 
generally look upon the act as some 
thing. gained by them for the reasons 
given above. One broker has heen 
quoted this week as fearing thut he is 
under some heavy responsibility to as- 
sure himself that the party signing the 
authorization is the bona fide owner of 
the property. By a careful »erusal «f 
the following it will be found that this 
is not the case, and that “reayonad!s 
evidence’ on this point will oe suffi- 
cient for him.

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‘Habits and Uses in Arts, 

Science and Manufacture 

of a Great and Useful 
Group of Herbs. 


HE finest” an@ largest collection of 
ecoromic plants in the world will be 
the ehief feature to interest visitors 

at Shaw's Garden, in this, the last of those 
two Bundays of each year when the great- 
est of American botanical! gardens is ope. 

‘This remarkable collection may be found 

just west of the central plant houses. It 
consists of 180 varieties, nearly all useful 
either ‘In the field of medicine or manu- 
‘actures. although some are exceedingly 
olsonous. ’ 
Great care and attention has been given 
securing this collection. The habits and 
scullarities of éach individual plant afford 
n endless source of interest, from the cof- 
ee plant to the rain tree. These descrip- 
tions of some of them will aid the visitor 
naterially in appreciating the collection: 


EERSUCKER (Boehmeria Rivea). This 
genus of the nettle is a small shrub- 
by plant about 3 or 4 feet high, throw- 

ing up numerous straight shoots which are 
about as thick as the little finger and cov- 
ered with short,’ soft hairs. Its leaves grow 
upon long, hairy footstalks, and are broad- 
ly heart-shuped, about 6 inches long by 
4 broad, terminating in a long slender point 
and having their edges cut like a saw. They 
are of a deep green on the = up- 
per side, covered om the under side with 
a dense coating of white down, which gives 
them an appearance like frosted silver. 
Seersucker, a beautiful fabric, rivaling the 
best Frengh cambric in softness and fine- 
ness of texture, is manufactured from the 
fiber obtained from the inner bark of this 
shrub. It is @ native of China anu Sum- 
atra, and has long been cultivated in these 
countries, and also in India. The Chinese 
bestow an’ immense amount of care and 
\jabor upon its cultivation and the prepara- 
‘ticn of its fiber. They obtain three crops of 
stems annually, the second being consid- 
ered the best. To obtain the fiber the bark 
is stripped off in two long pleces and care- 
fully scraped with a knife, to get rid of all 
useless matter, after which it is softened 
and separated Into fine filaments, either by 
steeping it in hot water or holding it over 
steam. The fiber is of different degrees of 
fineness, according to the age of the plant 
and the part of the bark from which it is 
taken; the inner part of the bark of quick- 
ly grown stems yielding #2 beautiful fine, 
delicate fiber from which the best fabrics 
are manufactured, while the: other portion 
affords a coarse fiber only fit for making 
ropes, canvas, etc. Experiments made with 
the view of testing the strength of this 
fiber have proven it to possess nearly dou- 
ble the tenacity of Russian hemp. The 
plant Is of easy culture and hag-been in- 
troduced into the southern states, where it 
grows freely. : 
TRYCHNINE (Strychnos Nux Vomica) 
S is a plant to which great interest is 
attached. It is a moderately sized 
tree, destitute of spines or tendrils, a na- 
ve of the Coromandel coast and Cochin 
ina. The fruit is very much like an 
orange In appearance and contains numer- 
ous seeds of a flattened circular outline, 
sbout the size of a half-penny, rather 
hicker near the circumference than else- 
here, the exterior of an ash-gray color, 
with fine, silky hairs, and the in- 
rior @& very hard albumen. The seeds 
ve an intensely bitter taste, owing to the 
of two most energetic . poisons— 
and brucin—which exist in the

Now, as specimens of this tree are culti- 
vated in botanical gardens, the tree cannot 
have such virulent properties.

The chemical analysis of this milk has 
shown it possess a composition closely 
resembling some animal substances: and, 
like animal milk, it quickly forms a yellow, 
cheesey scum upon its surface, which, after 
a few days’ exposure to the atmosptiere, 
turns sour and putrefies. contains up- 
ward of 30 per cent of a resinous substance, 
called galactin by chemists. 

ANYAN TREE (Fecus Indica). This

He made a caicula- 
tion to show that one of them, 30 feet in 
diameter, must be 6150 years old. Hie saw 
a number of names cut on the bark te con- 
sidekable depth bearing dates of the fvur- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries. 

The bark of the baobab furnishes a fiber 
which is made into ropes and in senegal 
woven into cloth. The fiber fs so strong 28 
to give rise to a common saying in Sencgal, 
“As secure as an elephant bound with a 
baobab rope.’’ The wood is soft and sub- 
ject to attacks of fungus, which destr-ya 
its life and renders the part affected easily 
hollowed out. This is done by the na- 
tives, and within these hollows they sus- 
pend the bodies of the dead who are re- 
fused the honor of burial. Yhere they be- 
come mummies, perfectly dry and well pre- 
served, without any further preparation or 
embaimment. Livingstone speaks of a hol- 
low trunk within which 20 men could lie 
down with ease. The*leaves pounded con- 
sfidute Jalo, which the Africans mix with 
their soups and sauces, not as a relish, but 

erspiration and keep the blood 
in a healthy state.

ID you know that vegetables were 


[) full of bacteria? . 

Not harmless germs, either. 
You might get lockjaw, typhoid fever, 
cholera and other fatal 
from neglecting to take proper precautions 
io free the vegetables yeu intend cating 
from the large quantities of bacteria they 
contain. 
According to Dr. George Newman, dem- 
onstrator of bacteriology at King’s College, 
London, there is scarcely a cubic inch of 
eoil which is not infested with bacteria of 
some kind. All of these germs ere not dan- 
gerous, There are some, in fact, which are 
necessary to health. 

To the harmful class, however, scientists 
are now beginning to attribute the break- 
ing out of many diseases for which they 
had previously been unable to account. 

According to. Dr. Newman, ordinary earth 
may contain anywhere from 16,500 germs to 
6,000,000 per gram. Where the soil is pol- 
luted bacteria may be present to the ex- 
tent of 100,000,600 micro-organisms per 
gram. 

There are very few vegetable farms now 
where fertilizers are not employed, the best 
fruits and vegetables being raised by their 
aid. Where fertilizing agents are utilized 
the invariable presence of bacteria in large 
quantities has been demonstrated. 

Frankel, Beumer, Miguel, Maggiera and 
other scientists have proved that culti- 
vated land on which vegetables such as 
om peas, potatoes and cabbages are 
growing contains more bacteria than native 
uncultivated land. 

Dr. Buchanan Young, experimenting with 
a plant-growing earths and other 
sols, has compiled the following statistics: 

Virgin soil, 4 feet 6 inches deep, con- 
tains 66,4% micro-organieme; soil under fer- 
Ulization, 206,000 bacteria per gram: burial 
Soll, @lght years ald, 4 feet 6 inches deep, 
380,411 microbes per gram: burial soll, three 
years old, 6 feet 6 inches deep, holds 722,75! 
bacteria per gram. 


So prevalent are bacteria in the rootlets 
of certain plants, such as beans and peas, 
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ACCORDING TO 
DR. NEWMAN 
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that they actually bring about deformations 
in the plants themselves. Nodules form on 
these roots and, on examination under the 
microscope, these nodules are found to 
contain countless numbers of bacteria. 

Sir John Lawes and Sir Henry Gilbert,. at 
Rothamsted, England, found that beans and 
peas contained large quantities of putrefac- 
tive bacteria. Fresh new potatoes coming 
from fertilized soil contain, in some cases, 
as many as 30,000 micro-organisms per gram 
of vegetable substance. 


Among the most dangerous germs found 
on vegetables are the bacilli of tetanus, or 
lockjaw. It is now generally admitted that 
tetanus comes from dust and dirt rather 
than from injury by a blunt instrument. 

A few years ago it was thought that lock- 
jaw resulted only from a wound In the vot- 
tom of the foot or in the hand between 
the index finger and the thumb. This in- 
jury—it was supposed—had to be inflicted 
by.a biunt, rusty instrument of some kind. 

Of course wounds in the foot or hard of- 
ten bring on the dread aisease, but it is not 
caused by the position of the wound s0 
much as the exposure of the part to the 
dust. 


The hands and feet are more open to 
the accumulation of dust and dirt than 
any other portion of the body. The te- 
tanus bacillus readily finds a culture me- 
dium in these wounds, and the germs de- 
velop with remarkable rapidity. 

The analyses of various vegetable sub- 
stances prove that tetanus germs are pres- 
ent in the majority of cases. They are 
found on potatoes, cabbages, lettuce and 
beets. : 

Cholera microbes come next in the order 
of prevalence. 

The germs of malignant edema have 
been found in radishes, lettuce and celery, 
and cabbages have been shown to contain 
sn large number of typhoid bac!lll. 

In some cases vigorous tubercle baciill 
(consumption germs) were found on the 
leaves of green:lettuce, and even in celery, 

Various theeries are suggested for the 
\presence of these disease germs in the veg- 

table kingdom. According to ‘Pasteur, the 
ptt of tetanus and anthrax are carried 
tare roots of vegetables by earthworms. 

} 
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ARE FULL OF BACTERIA 


Pasteur was among the first to announce 
the theory.that disease entered the human 
system by means of vegetables. 

In 1862, during an investigation into the 
cause of the production of nitric acid in 
the soil surrounding plants, he discovered 
that bacteria were largely responsible for 
the phenomenon. 

Later, in 1877, Schlesing and Muntz gav> 
positive demonstration of the Pasteur idea 
in a series of elaborate experiments con- 
ducted on various soils. 


The question was further investigated by 
Prof. J. M. M. Munro, who arrived at sim- 
ilar conclusions to those reached by Pas- 
teur, Muntz and others. 


There are three kinds of bacteria which 
surround the roots of plants: The denitri- 
fying bacteria, which Prof. Warrington 
demonstrated to cause the breaking down 
of the nitrates in the soil; the nitrogen fix- 
ing bacteria and the pathogenic or disease- 
making germs. 

The richer the soil and the more perfect 
the vegetable, it seems, the more numerous 
are bacteria. 

While cooking destroys a large quantity 
of the. germs, there are many vegetables 
which are eaten raw and which contain 
endless thousands of disease-breeding mi- 
crobes. Tomatoes, lettuce, cabbages, cel- 
ery, radishes, cucumbers and other veg- 
etables are often eaten without cooking or 
being subjected to sufficient heat to kill 
the bacteria they contain. 

Several methods have been tried for xiijl- 
ing the germs of uncooked vegetables, but 
none has been found that is entirely satis- 
factory. Some scientists have proposed 
washing the vegetables in a solution -of 
boracic acid and water, in the preparation 
of one part of boracic acid and 2000 parts 
of water. 

This solution is said to kill ordinary bac- 
teria. The boracic acid, unlike other mi- 
crobe-destroying agents, does not affect the 
flavor of the vegetable. Boracic acid its 
very cheap. An ounce of it many be pur- 
chased for 5 or 10 cents. This may be em- 
ployed in 2000 ounces of water, which may 
be kept on hand for the purpose of wash- 
ing whatever vegetables one may desire to 


eat.

CROSS Death Valley, the hottest 

A place in the world, in an automo- 

bile! 

It is the most perilous journey ever at- 
tempted with the automobile, and it has 
just been accomplished by two men who 
live to tell the story. . 

They started from Los Angeles, Cal., and 
crossed to Windy Gap Springs, a journey 
which included not only the terrible thirty- 
five mile stretch of Death Valley itself, but 
a run of 50 miles through the Mojave 
2 ey was three and a half days, with 
one day spent in recuperation after the 
Mojave desert was passed. 

The thirty-five miles through Death Val- 
ley was made in five hours. 

The temperature during the trip was 122 
degrees Fahrenheit-in the Mojave deser* 
and 12% degrees through Death Valley. 

The men who made the journey were L. 
L. .Whitman of Pasadena and Oscar Reese 


of Los Angeles, Cal.

Death Valley proper ts but forty miles 
long and eight miles wide. To the west lie 
the Panamint Mountains, towering 10,907 
foet above sea level.

But the lowes’ point of the valley is 300 
feet below sea evel.

In exact figures, the Celtic is 700 feet long, 
%5 wide, and’49 deep. Imagine a building 
one story “Slower than the Bank of Com- 
merce building,and nearly as long as two 
and a half ordinary city blocks, and you 
fave some idea of the dimensions of ‘the 
Celtic.

On an Atlantic liner the 
smell of fresh paint, the pipe-clay. white- 
ness of canvas, the newness of things gen- 
erally, is no more aggressive on her first 
than on her hundredth trip. For every one 
of these great ocean hotels is required by 
the company’s orders, if not by the federal 
laws, to leave her dock for each voyage 
in a condition practically as perfect as 
when the vessel originally left the yard 
that gave her birth.

Technically the art 1s called “pyrogra- 
phy.”” It consists :n making engravings 
with hot platinum wires on thin sheets of 
leather or of prepavei woods. 

If you stroll along Fifth avenue, Rroad- 
way, Forty-second or TwentyAhird streets, 
you will see photographic store windows 
full of samples of the fire-drawing art and 
notices in these windows offering “py ro- 
graphic outfits’’ for sale. 

A pyrographic outtit consist of a number 
of fine platinum nex!'es of varying shapes 
and sizes, used for “‘penciling,”’ “chiseling,”’ 
“toning,” “‘shading’’ and other objects of 
the new art. The needles are held in hollow 
holders, which act as tiny draft furnaces 
to keep the metal points hor by means of 
a flow of naptha or common illuminating 
gas. 

The point of the needie is heated to white 
heat before the drawing in commenced. As 
every touch of the needle to the drawing 
surface burns an indelible mark the artist 
has to be extremely cureful in his. work. 
Practically fire-drawing is engraving with 
hot wires on soft material instead of with 
the ordinary stylus employed in the engrav- 
ing art on metal. 

Most fire-drawings are made on selected 
sheets of silver poplar, bass, birch and 
other fine woods. Some of the dr: ings 
are, however, done on very thin layers of 
soft pine, while others are executed on es- 
gecally treated leather,

These scraps have apparently been wet by 
sea water and are moldy and difficult to 
decipher, but as near as I can make out 
the man’s name was Henry Clay Renfrew, 
and he was a member of either the Second 
Kentucky Cavalry or the Fourth Kentucky 
Cavalry, or possibly he may have been a 
member of both of these regiments at dif- 
ferent times, as one portion of his diarv 
refers to Col. Basil Duke having been the 
colonel of his regiment, and of his belong- 
ing to the company commanded by Capt. 
John B. Castleman, and in another part of 
his diary he refers to Col. Henry Giltner 
as having been colonel of his regiment, and 
Capt. Bart Jenkins as commander of his 
company. There was also found a picture 
(an ambrotype) of a little girl about 5 years 
old, matked in-faded letters, ‘Lela Giltner, 
the Daughter of the Regiment.’ This may 
have been the colonel’s daughter, His home 
is mentioned as having beeh near Midway, 
Ky. 

“Turning ever the moldy leaves of his 
diary | found mention of Capt. E. O. Guer- 
rant aB having been adjutant-general of 
the brigade, and the name of Lieut. T. M. 
Freeman as having been adjutant of his 
regiment. I infer from this that Renfrew 
may have been a soldier detailed at brigade 
or: regimental headquarters, serving with 
either the adjutant-general of the brigade 
qr the adjytant of the regiment. He also 
speaks of Brainard Bayless and George 
Mosgrove as chums and messmates. 

“In one part of-his diary he refers at 
great length to the last days of the Con- 
federacy and his: last hour's service in the 
army, .and tells of the march, ragged and 
hungry and weary, through South Carolina 
into Georgia, as far as the town of Wood- 
stock. and also states that the brigade 
commanded by Gen. Duke, and also refers 
to the fact that it was the last body.of or- 
ganized Confederate soidiers escorting Jef- 
ferson Davis and his party through South 
Carolina into Georgia. He says that Duke's 
Cavalry folowed the flag to the last hour 
of the last day of the Confederacy. At this 
point in his diary the seldicr refers to the 
fact that Gen. Duke having at last decided 
to accept the terms of surrender, he, the 
writer, took from the flagstaff the colors 
they had been carrying, and toncealed them 
by wrapping them about his body under his

ITH a horde of vigilant man-hunt- 
W ers in pursuit, neither resting by 
day nor sleeping by night, M. D. 
Landis is hidden away in the depths of an 
Oregon forest, and the far-reaching finger 
of justice has thus far failed to point to the 
spot where he may be captured. 
M. D. Landis, fugitive, fleeing from the 
law, to which, beyond doubt, he has done 
most fearful outrage, is the real estate and 
timber agent of Coquille City, Ore., wanted 
for a series of alleged crimes; wanted, in- 
deed, for foul play which has resulted in 
the robbery and murder of men whom, at 
various times, he enticed into the woods 
under pretext of showing them certain 
lands which he had offered for sale. 

Not since the capture of the Australian 
arch-fiend, Frank Butler, arrested in San 
Francisco and hanged in the country that 
he had chosen for the operating field of his 
cold-blooded criminality, has so extraordi- 
nary a depth of iniquity been brought to 
light. Human slaughter for the purpose of 
robbery was Butler's mania; not the mania

To find a similar court It is necessary te 
go back to the trial of the Hon John Byng, 
an admiral of the British nevy. The ade 
miral was in charge of the fleet seit t+ ree 
lieve Minorca, which was being be... wed 
by the French. The English expedition was 
unsuccessful and Admiral Byng was 
brought home under arrest and tried by 
court-martial, A court composed of flag of- 
ficers handed in a verdict of acquittal of 
the charge of cowardice, but decided that 
he had not done his utmost to defeat the 
French fleet. 


The court sentenced him to death, but 
pleaded for mercy on the ground that the 
admiral had been sent to sea with a fleet 
inadequately manned and in shameful con- 
dition, and that the worst he had been 
guilty of was an error of judgment. Prime 
Minister Pitt endeavored to gain a pardon 
for the admiral, but King George declined 
to grant his request. Admiral Byng was 
firally shot by a file of marines on the deck 
of his own flagship. 

The most unjust case of this kind fn all 
history, however, was the trial and execu- 
tion of the Neapolitan admiral, Prince Car- 
aciolo, in 18%. ‘The admiral was one of 
the most popular officers in the English 
navy and had to his credit a long and bril- 
liant record of naval achievements. He was 
placed on trial by Lord Nelson charged 
with treachery, cowardice and disobedience. 
After a short trial the admiral was found 
guilty and was hung from the yard arm of 
his own ship and his body was thrown inte 
the sea. 

It was afterward learned that he 
convicted on false testimony.

HE British Atlantic Union is a new 
social scheme to make things pleas- 
ant for American visitors in England. 


Many thousands of Americans come each 


summer to London. Some have letters of 


introduction; the majority have not. 
They stop at hotels, go sightseeing, at- 

tend theaters and feel like strangers. All 

the pleasures they take they have to pay 


for. They cannot get on the inside track 


of English home life. Many hostesses would 
be delighted to invite them to pleasant 39- 
cial functions, but they have not ‘been in- 


troduced.”’ 

The Atlantic Union intends to change all 
that. It regards the loneliness of Ameri- 
cans in London as a reproach to British 
hospitality. Members of Parliament, peers, 
statesmen, bishops, literary men and all 
sorts of celebrities, men and women, have 
been instrumental in founding this union 
to foster social intercourse between Amer- 
ean visitors and British residents. 

A ladies’ committee, with the Duchess of 
Sutherland at the head, will seek out and 
entertain American women traveling alone. 

All the British members of the union be- 
long to the class which makes and leads 
public thought and fashion. Americans re- 
ceiving their hospitality will meet the most 
cultured men and women of ‘the day. 

The executive committee arranges the in- 
troduction of stfangers from the states to 
congenial members and frigqnds of the 
union. Each English Atlantic Unionist is 
expected to show some hospitality to the 
stranger and visitors introduced to him. 

Americans elected as members have the 


. privilege of introducing friends and fellow 


countrymen and women. A great many de- 
lightful social gatherings have taken place 
this season under the auspices of the new 
organization

And yet these people live outdoors. They 
lead a wandering life. They pitch their 
tents and establish their villages here and 
there, moving whenever the spirit of un- 
rest moves them to migrate. 

The government has built houses for some 
of these Indians, but they decline to live 
in them except in the most inclement 
weather. A. white man who has lived among 
the Indians many years tells me that they 
use their houses for the storing of harness 
and such farming machinery as they may 
possess. 

The Comanches own tents, in which some 
of them sleep. They keep their simple 
household furnishings inside the tents, but 
they live, for the most part, out of doors. 

They have at certain points in their coun. 
try permanent sheds, built of posts rooted 
with dried sunflower stalks and grags. 
These sheds they call hookees. They are 
used in common. When an Indian village 
arrives it pitches its tents, tethers its 
horses or turns them loose and takes pos- 
session of the hookees, where hammocks 
are swung and beds made down. 

U Inder the ie shade of these sheds they sit 
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and gamble the livelong day. Old and young 
engage in this pastime. The children learn 
very early how to play the card: games. The 
ancient bucks and squaws show as keen in- 
terest in the gaming as do the younger 
ones. They squat in a circle on the mat or 
blanket and sit out the game unti] hunger 
impels them to take an adjournment. 

The Comanches are by no means sav- 
ages. They are quick to pick up Caucasian 
ideas, though their natural indolence is 
such that they make little use of what they 
learn. One of the unique sights of an In- 
dian village which I visited, less than a 
mile from Lawton, was a squaw sitting 
under her shed running a sewing machine. 

These Iridlans own good farm wagons, 
which they use in transporting their belong- 
ings from one village to another and for 
driving into the Fort Sill settlement, “Ex- 
sep,’ as they call it, after supplies. The 
squaws are fond of driving. They take de- 
light in driving their animals at top speed, 
and they go rattling over the roads and 
across the pastures. 

Many Comanche families own _ top bug- 
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gies, which they keep In excellent condition. 
They have no barns, but when rain falls 
they throw a canvas sheet over the buggy 
to protect it. Around Lewton it is not an 
uncommon sight 'to see an Indian buck and 
his squaw out for a drive, in a modern top 
buggy. drawn by sleek horses, neatly har- 
nessed.. The poor white man on fobdt won- 
ders if it isn’t jolly to be a ward of Uncle 
Sam. 3 

Many of the Indians talk English, but 
they are averse to conversing with the 
white man. They appear to fear that the 
whites are seeking to take advantage of 
them In some way. 


‘It is almost impossible to Induce a Co-- 


manche to sit, or stand, for his photograph. 
When an Indian maiden sees a kodak or 
a& camera she runs away, or if unable to 
escape by flight she covers her face with 
her shawl.

It isn’t difficult to have soft, pretty 
hands. 

The great point'is to keep them scrupu- 
lously clean ,and fo pay attention to the 
nails, which demand daily care. 

When the hands are rough, a skin feeding 
ointment is required. One of the best for 
this purpose is camphor cream, made as 
follows: Spermaceti, 2 ounces: white wax, 
- Ounces; sweet i.lmond oll, 2 ounces. 

Melt the three ingredients together over 
a gentile fire and add one ounce of gum 
camphor in shavings. Take off the fire- 
when camphor is dissolved. Stir until the 
mass concretes. Put into jars. Use at 
night freely, annointing the hands, which 
should be first thoroughly scrubbed with 
warm water and pure soap. . 

The old-fashioned almond paste which our 
grandmothers used for their dainty hands 
is excellent. Here is the formula: White 
wax, 1 ounce; oll of sweet almonds, 2 
Ounces; attar of roses, few drops.

The corn on your foot has probably been 
caused ty wearing a shoe that does not 
properly fit vou. That is the origin of 
most corns. Get a Japanese corn file and 
use it-on the corn at night. This is a very 
simple and effective way of dealing witl. 
a common corn. Meanwhile you should 
wear shoes that do not press on the toe. 

Most of the corn remedies contain sal- 
icvlic acid, and unless the corn is tsolated 
before the remedy is applied the salicylic 
acid pays its attentions to the tender flesh 
around the corn, which remains unaffected. 

The only way to really free the face from 
alt superficial impurities, including the fre- 
quently abnormal flow of oil from. the 
glands as well as the dead particles of the 
scurf skin which is always renewing itself, 
is by friction, soap and water. 

The camel's hair face scrubbing brush 
enables the clogged pores to throw off the 
hardness and congested secretions, and the 
friction from it is the best stimulant for 
the skin I know of. 

To use the brush, dip it in water as warm 
as can be pleasantly borne, soap it with a 
bland soap and scrub, for to clog the pores 
of the skin with particles of soap would be 
quite as injurious as to distend them with 
any foreign substance. Use the scrubbing 
brush at least once in 24 hours. 

Freckles are a stain from the pigmentary 
deposit which is below the cuticle. It !s 
perfectly obvious that the best freckle lo- 
tion can be but temporarily effective, since 
it only is possible to treat the effect and 
not the cause of the blemish. 

Probably the best freckle lotion is the 
Gommercial bleach for which I give this 
formula: 

Chioride of mercury in coarse powder, 10 
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grains; distilled water, 1 pint. Agitate the 
two together until a complete solution is 
opiained. Then add one-half ounce of 
givecerine. Apply with a small sponge as 
often as agreeable. This is not. strong 
enough to blister and skin the face in aver- 
age cases. It may be increased or reduced 
from tbe amount of bichloride of mercury. 
Doc not forget that this last ingredient is 
a powerful poison and should be kept out 
of the reach of children and ignorant per- 
sons. 

Face steaming has done more harm than 
good to the complexion of womankind. |! 
do not approve of it, excepting in very un- 
usual cases. Face steaming exhausts the 
natural oils upon which the‘skin depends 
for its elasticity and softness and frequent- 
ly leaves the cuticle dry and parched. 

To soften the congested matter where 
blackheads are very obstinate the Austrian 
method is better than face steaming. 


This method consists of the applicatéon of 
cloths dipped in hot water. After half an 
hour or more the congested pores readily 
yield their contents upon pressure.
